WIDOW’S CLAIM 


APPEAL AGAINST £600 
AWARD

An appeal was moe on behalf of the 
Commissioners of Public Works from an 
award of £600 to Mrs. Bridget Tittle and 
her six children, made by the Circuit Court ; 
Judge for Cavan, in respect. of the death of 
Mrs. Little’s husband, John James Little, an 
engine and machine attendant, of 18 St. 
Mary’s terrace, Belturbet, who had been in 
the employment of the Commissioners ctf 
Public Works and who received injuries «n 
llth November, 1936, while at work, and 
died the following day. 

It was stated that John James Little was 
emplayed to pars. out duties in connection 
with an engine which was working a stone- 
crusher’ near Belturbet: Something had gone 
wrong with the stone-crusher, and after he 
had put his hand through some part of a 
wooden partition near the belting, the belt- 
ing flew off and struck him on the heatl, 
inflicting fatal injuries, The whole point in 
the case was whether what he was doing 
there had any connection with the job for 
which he was employed. 

The widow brought proceedings under the 
Workmen’s Compensation Act, and the 
Circuit Court Judge, holding that the ac- 
cident arose out of and in the course of the 
man’s. employment, awarded the widow and 
her family £600. | 

The appellants submitted that there was no 
evidence to show that the accident arose out 
of the man’s employment, 

The Court. dismissed the appeal.

Lynn, said that McDonnell was not . doing 
any work on his instructions cn the day of 
the accident. A man named Egan, who was 
supposed to go out on jobs that day, was ill 
and did not turn up. Me 

teplying to the Judge, witness said the 
motor cycle combination was uhder the 
charge of Egan. Jt had only been in use 
three days when the accident occurred.

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Professor J. P. Drew, M.8c., and Mr. D. 
Deasy, B.Agr.8c., of the Albert Agricultural 
College, described in the Journal of the 
Department of ‘Agriculture an investigation 
into the intensive system of grassland manage- 
ment which they recently carried out. 

The following conclusions have been de- 


i duced from the results obtained ;— 


Phosphatic and Potassic Manuring 


In contributing about fifty per cent. to the 
total increases obtained from intensive manur- 
ing and management, the importance of these 
manures in the management of grassland is 
clearly demonstrated. 

With pastures grazed continuously or 
rotationally, an application of phosphates and 
potash every third or fourth year is indicated 
in order to maintain a high level of fertility 
and produetivity. On the other hand, where 
the grass is to be repeatedly mown, annual 
applications are advisable. 


Heavy Nitrogenous Manuring 


Nitrogenous manures resulted in a 
stimulation of growth and increased produc- 
tivity during the season of maximum growth, 
but applications other than one to one-and-a- 
half hundredweight per acre in spring cannot 
be regarded as economical. 

This system of gassland management ap- 
pears to exert a greater draining effect on 
the fertility of the soil than the other treat- 
ments investigated. 


Rotational Grazing 


This method of grazing, when carried out 
as in this investigation, does not appear a 
practical one in view of the many difficulties 
associated with it, particularly as regards 
stocking and ‘‘winter keep.”

adopted with advantage in which the alloca- 
tion of the number of grazing animals is 
based on the experience gained during 
normal, or, perhaps, rather dry, years. During 
periods of more than average growth, part 
of the grazing area could be reserved for 
silage or hay, the aftermath being later used 
for grazing. vision should, however, be 
made for ‘‘ winter keep.” 


Seasonal Variation in Productivity

Nearly 500,000 cwt. more of barley were 
sold by British farmers to brewers during 
the last season, according to returns collected 
by the Brewers’ Society, These returns, 
covering the purchases of practically the 
whole brewing industry, are being sent to 
the Import Duties Advisory Committee, 
which has agreed not to increase the duty 
on imported barley so long as brewers buy 
7,500,000 cwt. of home-grown barley each 

ear, with increases in proportion to the rise 
in the beer outpct. 

The brewers’ purchases during the last 
season, which ended June 30 last, amounted 
to 8,188,764 cwt., or 5.13 per cent. more than 
in the preceding year. The amount of 
British barley used in beer has, therefore, 
risen by nearly 2,500,000 cwt., or nearly 45 
per cent., since 1933, when the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer struck the famous ‘‘ gentle- 
men’s agreement ’’ with the brewers, reducing 
the beer duty, and asking them, in return, 
to increase their petohaney of British barley 
as much as possible. 

The “ Brewing Trade Review,” the official 
organ of the Brewers’ Society, shows that 
farmers received on account of all official de- 
liveries of barley last season £5,166,066, or 
£2,528,000 more than in 1933, before the 
agreement between the Chancellor and the 
brewers came into force. 

The Council of the Brewers’ Society has 
decided to circularise brewers, reminding 
them of the undertakings given to the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee in 1936 and to 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer in 1933, and 
expressing the hope that they will buy as 
fully as possible of the present crop.

SEED POTATOES AND 


——€—— 


In a broadcast, from Radio Athlone on the 
subject of ‘ Seed Potatoes ‘and ' Potato 
Viruses,’ Professor Paul Murphy, D.Sc., of 
the Albert Agricultural College, Glasnevin, 
said that the blight was the hardest blow the 
potato received in Ireland, a. blow which 
nearly killed it, and which did kill the old 
bad potato civilisation. Two years ago 
France officially celebrated theS0th anni- 
versary of the dig:avery of Bordeaux mixture 
and potato spraying. Ireland was one of 
the dest countries to take this up, but it 
took her a long time to realise how good a 
remedy it was. Actually potatoes can now 
be grown here as well as if there was no 
blight, and the only additional expense is the 
cost of spraying. 

The other principal drag on potato produc- 
tion are the virus diseases. These let us cff 
very lightly, but in other countries they 
acted the-part that blight did here and nearly 
killed the crop, until it was discovered that 
the yield could be maintained by introducing 
new seed from high moory. ground and 
northern districts. Hence the viruses ascribed 
to bog seed and Scotch potatoes, tthe 

It follows from this that potatoes are being 
grown over large areas of Europe where they; 
are only imperfectly adapted to the prevail- 
ing conditions. Exactly the same holds in 
North America. 


Conditions for Producing New Seed 


If we seek to analyse the conditions neces- 
sary for the production of good seed we can 
find them in the bulk by looking around as. 
but an analysis of the various factors shows 
considerable complexity. The optimum condi- 
tidns, then, are such as occur in Southern 
Chile (Lt. 40°) or Ireland (Lat. 55°) or 
Prince Edward Island (Lat. 46°) (the 
southern hemisphere being colder than the 
northern), including :— 

(1) A mean July temperature of not more 
than 60° F. , 

(2). Uniform summer rainfall and complete 
absence of droughts. According to 
Wollenweber one-third of the rain should 
fall during the vegetative period. 

(3) High atmospheric humidity, especially 
in i form of cloud, fog and dew at 
night. 

(4 Bright days or intervals alternating with 
the last. | 

(5) Long summer days, i.e., a high latitude 
without a corresponding. low tempera-

schools and examinations. 

The Special Commissioners disallowed the 

claim for exemption and rejected the appeal, 
and the Society appealed to Judge Davitt, 
who decided against them. 
_ In his case stated, Judge Davitt said that, 
in his opinion, the object of the Pharmacy 
Act of 1875. broadly stated, was to ensure 
that only properly qualified persons should, 
by law, be permitted to sell, or keep open 
for the retailing, dispensing and compound- 
ing, of poisons and medical prescriptions. 
Before the Act, apparently onl gally 
qualified medical practitioners and his: sr 
of the Apothecaries' Hall could legally carry 
out these functions. For a person to bring 
himself within one or other oí these classes 
reguired tom powsens aver and above what 
was considered necessary and sufficient in the 
case of a person intending only to sell, retail, 
compound and dispense poisons and medical 
prescriptions, with the result that the supply 
of properly qualified persons was insufficient 
to meet the demand. The legislature, 
therefore, decided to provide for the 
creation of further classes of pro- 
perly qualified persons — pharmaceutical 
chemists and chemists and druggists. The 
Pharmaceutical Society was constituted and 
given the necessary powers, including powers 
to provide for the examination of persons 
desiring to become pharmaceutical chemists 
or chemists and druggists, and their registra- 
tion as such when successful, and thet keep- 
ing of the register, including the power to 
erase from the register in a proper case. 
Provision was made constituting it an offence 
for any person other than a properly qualified 
person to sell or keep open shop for the 
retailing, compounding or dispensing of 
poisons or medical prescriptions, and the 
general administration of the Act was placed 
in the hands of the Society; 


EFFECT OF THE ACT 


The effect of the Act, Judge Davitt held, 
was to continue and extend the monopoly 
which existed in the business or profession 
of compounding. dispensing a selling 
poisons and medical prescriptions. This was 
so obvious.:nd inevitable a consequence of 
the Act that the Legislature must be con- 
sidered to have intended it, and in his opinion 
ig was diffFeult, if not impossible, to say that 
the continuation and extension of such mono- 
poly was not one of the objects, and, indeed 
the main sy soir which the Pharmaceuti 
Society was by the Act deputed to achieve. 
It was as if the Legislature said: '' The 
ublic must be provided with adequate 
acilities for having their medical prescrip- 
tions compounded and dispensed, and for the 
purchase of poisons in certain‘cases. The 
only practical way to do this, and at the same 
time safeguard the public from the harm 
likely to result from the inexpert or ignorant 
handling of poisons or the compounding and 
dispensing of medical prescriptions, is to 
create a monopoly in this class of business. 
Let us, therefore, create that monopoly, and 
confer it upon a limited class oí individuals— 
namely, those who, by study and practice, 
attain a degree of knowledge and sufficiency 
which we will consider sufficient.”’ 
Considering the matter in this way. Judge 
Davitt said, it appeared to him that the case 
fell within the class of case of which the 
General Medical Council v. C.LR. (L.T.R. 
139, page 225) was sn example, and he was 
not prepared to hold that the Pharmaceutical 
Society was a body established for charitable 
purposes only; that its income was applicable, 
and had been applied, to charitable purposes 
only, and that it was accordingly entitled to 
exemption from income tax. 
As regards the income derived from the 
conduct of the school for the preparation of’ 
candidates for the Society’s examination, 
Judge Davitt said that he was of opinion 
that this was income derived from the carry- 
ing on of a trade within the meaning of 
Sec. 237 of the Income Tax Act, 1918. 
Mr. Matheson said that the net question 
for the Court was whether the Society was a 
body established solely for charitable pur- 
poses, and, assuming that it was a charity, 
was it, in conducting the examinations, 
carrying on a trade within the meaning of 
the Income Tax Acts? 
Mr. Justice Hanna asked was 1933-34 the 
first yeam the Society was assessed for income 


tax. 

Mr. Matheson said that it was, and that 
the income tax authorities were encouraged 
by some recent English decisions, 

The fact that certain benefits were derived 
from, the Society was not, said Mr, Mathe 
son, sufficient to take it out of the category 
of societies which were established for chari- 
table purposes. Chemists had to employ 
qualified assistants, who might never become 
members of the Society, and in certain cir- 
eumatances, such as the absence of qualified 
persons from the premises, the proprietor 
might be fined.

STATUTES OF MAYNOOTH 


. Mr. Kingsmill Moore said that the Circuit 
Judge based his decision as to the parish 
priest's right to sue on the Statutes of May- 
nooth, which were not part of the general 
Canon Law of the Church, but dealt only 
with the rules regulating the domestic affairs 
of the Church in Ireland. In so far as Canon

CLASS INAUGURATED AT 
R.LA.M.

The Plain-song Class at.the Royal Irish 
Academy of Music was inaugurated on Tues- 
day night in the presence of a large and dis- 
tinguished audience, 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin (Alderman A. 
Byrne, T.D.), who is a Vice-President of the 
Academy, puneet: He said that plain-song 
had formed a regular feature at the Academy 
for many years, but hitherto it had. been run 
by Mr. Hubert Rooney on his own respon- 
sibility. Now the Governors of the Academy 
had decided that plain-song should be in. 
eluded in their syllabus as a subject of 
ordinary and continuous study, and they had 
appointed Mr, Rooney as professor of that 
subject. 

Mr. Hubert Rooney said that the subject 
of plain-song was a deep, almost an ess, 
one, but he often felt that it was surrounded 
by a great deal of imaginary difficulties and 
artificial pseudo-scientific terms, which tended 
rather to obscure than to reveal the true

Mr. Rooney sang examples of Plain-song, 
including the Veni Sancte Spiritus, the 
Golden aa for Whit Sunday, which he 
said was composed by Cardinal Stephen 
Langton, Archbishop of Canterbury, in the 
12th century, and was a perfect art form, 
even regarded from a musical standpoint.

The county rate collectors’ warrants for the 
financial year 1957-38 amount to £3,505,674, 
including £362.403 arrears carried forward. 
The warrants in five counties also include sums 
amounting to £78,000, in respect of which 
Agricultural Grant credit notes were issued to 
ratepayers. These credit notes are accepted 

part payment of rates on agricultural land. 

At the end of September, £639,146 had heen 
accounted for, leaving £2,866,528, or 82 p.c. 
outstanding. On the corresponding day last 

ear £2,867,437, or 85 p.c. of the warrants 
or that year was outstanding.

These views were carefully considered, and as a result there is 
now broad agreement between Britain and France ‘on two main

MAIN POINTS 


Firstly, it is agreed that a further concerted effort shall be made 
to reach agreement with regard to Spain, but that, in view of the 


lack of progress for so long a time, 


both Governments now feel that 


this new effort which the Non-Intervention Committee is to make 
shall be strictly limited in time. In other words, they are saying in 
effect to Italy: ** You are anxious to talk through the Non-Interven- 
tion Committee, so we are agreeable to that course, but only as long 
as there is a prospect of progress being made, ”” iss 


FRONTIER POSSIBILITY 


_ Secondly, it is agreed that if this renewed effort of the Com- 
mittee fails, both: the British and French Governments are of 
opinion that the present state of affairs in Spain cannot be expected 


to continue. 


This last point would appear to-bring forward again the much- 


discussed possibility of opening the 


French Pyrenees frontier to the 


influx of armaments for the Spanish Government.

GERMAN VIEW 


“ Germany and Italy will do everything 
in their power to render successful further 
efforts to settle the Spanish volunteers 
guestion,” Reuter was told in political 
circles in Berlin last night, with reference 
to the Franco British decision. But the 
time limit proposed is described in Berlin 
as an “ ultimatum,”’ which is regarded as 
‘* peculiar,” if not “ ridiculous.”’ 

“The others may deem speed most 
necessary,” an official spokesman said to

to organise the defence of Belgium 

in an effective manner. 

“ (2) The German Government declares 
that the inviolability and integrity of 
Belgium is of common interest to the 
Western Powers. 

“It declares also its intention not to 
attack the inviolability and integrity of 
Belgium in any circumstances, and to 
respect Belgian territory at all times, 
except, naturally, in a case in which 
Belgium might be collaborating in mili- 
tary action against Germany in an arm 
conflict in. which Germany might be in- 
volved, : 

“ (3) The German Government is pre- 
pared, as are the British and French 
Governments, to give Belgium support in 
the event of it being the object of an 
attack or an. invasion.

He then ‘returned to Berlin by air.

The Duke stayed there for some time, 
and several uniformed Nazis were pre- 
sented to him by Dr. Ley, Chief of the 
German Labour Front.

Indi- 
cations are that the Japanese may change 
their tactics and try a flanking movement 
from a point beyond Liuho, which, on 
the Yangtse estuary, over twenty miles 
from Shanghai, is the northern end of the 
Chinese defences. 

Their infantry were inactive yesterday, 
but ’planes and land and naval guns 
drubbed Chinese positions on both sides of 
the river. 

Twenty-nine Japanese warships and 
twenty-three Japanese transport vessels 
are now on the Yangtse up to a point 
forty-five miles north-west of Shanghai, 
official Chinese reports assert. 

An official British statement issued yes- 
terday on the Japanese air attack on three 
British Embassy cars near Shanghai shows 
that two of the cars had Union Jacks 
prominently painted on their hoods.

MINISTER’S STATEMENT 
ON ARD FHEIS PROPOSAL

RESOLUTION was passed at the Ard 
Fheis. yesterday recording the deep 
concern with which the Ard. Fheis 

viewed the yearly decrease in the dcreage 
under tobacco. 

Another resolution calling for the imme 
diate revision of the Tobacco Act, 1934, and 
for the reduction of the tax on homegrown 
tobacco to 5s. per lb. and the increasing of 
the tax on foreign tobacco by 23d. was 
defeated. 

The Rev. D. Sweetman (Wexford), said 
that it had been proved that it was passbte 
satisfactorily to grow tobacco in this country, 
and the fact that the. tobacco could 
smoked had been demonstrated n 1933, wheu 
the Imperial Tobacco Company buyers had 
travelled the country day and night buying : 
Irish grown tobacco. | 

The present tax on Frish ‘grown tobacco— 
the highest tobacco tax in the world—was | 
an accursed, monstrous, inhuman and un- 
Christian tax on the unfortunate working- 
man. He believed that it should he pos 
sible for the’ peor man ‘to purchase = Irish 
rrown- tobacco at trom 1d. to 2d. an ounce. 
le suggested that if the tax was removed 
and a higher tax placed on foreign tobacco, 
a million a -vear, which at-present left this 
country, woild remain here. 


THE SUBSIDY 


Mr. Sean MacEntee, Minister for Finance, 
replying, said at the present. moment the 
tobacco producer received a subsidy of 10d. 
per pound on an article which cost from 74. 
to Ils. 2d. The average yield per acre was 
about 300 ‘lbs.: therefore, the Irish tobacco 
producer -was being subsidised to the tune 
of about £33 to £55 an acre. 

If the Government did what the resolu 
tions asked, the subsidy of £33 an acre would 
be increased to £200 an acre. Did the pro- 
posers of tle motion realise what they were 
asking? If the tobacco grower was to 
receive a subsidy of £200 an acre, why ne' 
the wheat grower and the beet grower’ If 
the Government did that, it would be ct 
the expense of other commodities.

The scene was totally 

unexpected, the more especially as the utmost 

hermony had characterised the proceedings of 
the Council for years. 

The tow arose on a proposal to name a new 
area in Castletown district. Originally at a 
eommittee meeting of the Council—at which 
the full eighteen. members attended—it was 
unanimoasly decided that the area should be 
named St. Nicholas avenue. Later when the 
matter came before the last meeting of the 
Council a prgposal was. carried on a vote that 
ihe name sheuld be. James Connolly avenue. 
When “that was decided Mr. T. F. McGahon 
handed in notice fo rescind, and that the 
name should te St. Nicholas avenue. Last 
aight a memorial was read from fifty-nine 
prospective tenants and by twenty-nine 
tenants asking the Council to name the area 
St. Nicholas avenue. 

Mr, John Brannigan queried the bona fid a 
of some of the signatories, and Mr. McGiahon 
stated that the signatures had been obtained 
by himself by Mr. Patrick Deery, another 
councillor, and by Mr. John Dixon, a tenant 
who had originally suggested the name of St 
Nicholas avenue, 

Mr. John Corrigan said that the cvuncillors 
who had voted for the change of name had 
been held up to ridicule, and it was said 
that their words were worth nothing. 

Mr. John O’Byrne said that he wished to 
give the reasons why the Council should 
adhere to the .name of James Connolly 
avenue, though possibly his reasons would 
not appeal to the nine Abdiels who signed 
the notice of motion.

THE FIXING OF WAGES 


Dr. J. Ryan, Minister for Agriculture, 
said the Government had no responsibility 
whatever for the fixing of the wage, and could 
not interfere with the wages fixed. ‘I'he 
resojution was a vote of censure on the Agri- 
cultural Wages Board, and it was not fair 
to people who had worked voluntarily in a 
very difficult situation. ‘They had tried their 
best to solve what looked like an insoluble 
problem. ‘he whole machinery of the Act 
was unanimously agreed to by the Dail, and 
it would be much fairer to the Board, at 
any rate, to censure the system and those 
responsible, 

, they might censure the Government if they 
liked, but they would find eventually that 
the effect of world economic conditions would 
be found to be the rea! reason for the system, 

The resolution was defeated.

DENUNCIATION OF WAR- 
MAKING NATIONS

From REUTER 8 COoRRESPONDENT, 
VATICAN CITY, Wednesday. 


Striking support for President Roose- 
velt’s and Mr. Neville Chamberlain’s 
denunciations of. “ war-making nations ”’ 
is given in the official Vatican newspaper, 
Osserratore Romano, to-day. 

“The words of the heads of the most 
powerful nations in the world sound like 
passages from Papal Encyclicals,’’ the 
writer declares. 

“They are very akin to the words of 
Benedict XV. in his appeal for peace 
during the Great War. It is right and 
comforting to note that strength, and the 
consciousness of strength, are not every- 
where estranged from virtue and the sense 
of European civilisation.’ 

Machiavelli would be perplexed if he 
were alive to-day to hear modern rulers 
protesting against those who apply his 
principles, the article declares. 

The article has a certain piquancy for 
Italian readers, who recall that Signor 
Mussolini is an avowed admirer of 
Machiavelli.

One of them is said to have been an 
Italian, named Roberto Boscarelli, aged 
22, who said it was his first flight in Spain. 

In another aerial battle in the Fuentes 
Del Ebro sector, the reports add, 34 
Government war 'planes engaged 45 enemy 
Fiats. Two Government machines crashed 
while making forced landings, and four 
insurgent ’planes were brought down, one 
of them in flames. 

Later several Government squadrons are 
stated to have attacked 40 insurgent Fiats 
over enémy territory, bringing down five 
of them.
